TO    THE    POULTRY    FANCY 


In  presenting  this  our  Eighteenth  Annual  Prize  List  to  the 
poultry  pnblic,  we,  the  Toronto  Poultry  and  Pet  Stock  Associ- 
ation, do  so  with  pride,  and  with  the  feeling  that  we  are 
pleasing  our  friends  with  our  effort.  A  s-teady,  earnest  band 
of  workers  has  been  putting  time  and  thought  into  an  honest 
endeavor  to  make  our  show  of  such  a  quality  that  a  win  at 
Toronto  will  be  worfh  coming  after.  Year  by  year  we  have 
tried  to  learn  by  our  mistakes,  and  to  eliminate  them.  How 
well  we  have  done  so,  others  must  judge. 

To  those  who  have  won  in  the  past  few  years  at  our  show, 
we  say,  "You  have  good  birds,  and  your  wins  are  worth 
advertising.  We  have  tried  to  give  you  the  best  judges 
obtainable,  and  where  there  has  been  dissatisfaction  we  have 
tried  to  remedy  the  cause. ' ' 

To  those  who  contemplate  showing  with  us,  we  say,  "You 
will  receive  perfectly  fair  and  honest  treatment  at  our  show, 
or  we  will  make  it  our  business  to  know  the  reason  why.  We 
are  improving  our  system  of  management  year  to  year  with 
a  view  to  assuring  you  of  this.  Your  birds  will  be  carefully 
handled,  and  the  coops  will  be  made  sanitary  by  a  generous 
use  of  Zenoleum,  both  before  and  during  the  show.  You  will 
get  the  opinion  of  judges  whom  we  believe  to  be  second  to 
none  on  this  continent.  W^e  will  do  everything  in  our  power 
to  give  every  man  a  fair  deal,  for  we  want  you  to  come  back 
again. 

' '  Your  winnings  will  be  made  as  prominent  as  possible,  so 
that  they  will  be  worth  money  to  you,  and  our  showroom  is 
in  the  midst  of  a  population  of  400,000,  in  a  city  which  has  a 
regular  epidemic  of  'chicken  fever'  at  the  present  time." 

It  will  be  noticed  that  we  have  increased  our  entry  fee  to 
50  cents  per  bird  this  year.  We  have  also  made  a  heavy 
increase  in  our  prize  money,  cups  and  specials.  This  was 
done  advisedly,  after  hearing  the  views  of  many  fanciers, 
both  large  and  small,  who  would  rather  pay  more  to  enter 
with  a  view  to  winning  larger  cash  prizes.  We  feel  that  this 
.'irrangenient  will  be  more  satisfactory  to  all,  as  in  any  case 
the  money  goes  back  to  the  exhibitors.  The  Association  does 
not  make  money  out  of  its  show,  nor  does  it  wish  to.  It  is 
just  a  big  annual  sporting  event  'whore  the  good  birds 
meet.. '  ' '

Mr.  Min.ehall  is  one  of  the  men  who  is  malxing  good  in  pub- 
lic, both  as  a  poultry  juJge,  and  as  alderman  in  his  home  city, 
Brantfor;1.  Those  who  know  hjm  best  realize  that  his  aggres 
siveness  and  progressivenes-s  have  brought  him  where  he  is, 
and  while  he  has  been  a  licensed  A.  P.  A.  judge  but  four  years, 
in  tha't  time  lie  has  officiated  at  seventy-eight  different  shows. 
These  include  Detroit,  Buffalo,  "The  Ontario,"  Canadian 
N'atinnal,  Toronto  Winter  Show,  Gait,  Berlin,  London  and 
Chatham,  and  in  re-engaging  liim  Toronto  is  following  out  its 
j)olicy  of  getting  the  men  th'  fanciers  want.  Mr.  Min.sjiall 
began  his  career  as  a  breeder  of  standard-bred  poultry  at  the 
age  of  13,  and  he  'has  been  at  it  ever  since.  We  would  not 
presume  to  say  how  old  he  is  at  the  'time  of  going  to  press, 
l)ut  it  is  evident  that  he  has  had  some  experience."  That 
is  why  he  is  able  to  cope  with  the  problems  of  the  show-room. 
His  fancy  has  been  always  the  Mediterraneans,  and  especially 
the  Minorcas,  an<l  it  is  in  these  classes  'that  he  specializes. 
This  year  he  will  add  another  big  show  to  his  list,  being 
ct'gaged   for  Scranton,  Pa.,  in  January,  191'J.

Every  Canadian  fancier  knows,  or  should  know,  "Joe" 
Bennet.  For  fifteen  years  he  has  been  travelling  up  and  down 
the  pike,  judging  poultry  from  Halifax  to  Vancouver,  Victoria 
and  Nanaimo.  Every  big  show  and  most  of  the  smaller  ones 
have  been  on  his  list,  and  each  year  finds  him  busier  than 
ever.  lie  is  known  for  his  positi\'e  ideas.  When  he  found 
that  there  was  a  big  demand  for  his  services  as  a  judge  he 
gave  up  breeding  i)()uUry  and  spent  all  of  his  time  judging. 
"Joe"  is  firm  in  his  opinions,  and  wades  right  into  a  class 
of  birds,  passing  judgment  without  regard  to  ownership  or 
.sentiment,  and  wliile  the  yoiing  amateur  may  think  him  too 
harsh  on  the  failings  of  a  pet  cockerel,  he  usually  finds  that 
it  pays  to  heed  whait  "Joe"  has  to  say.  lie  is  a  tireless 
worker.  One  of  tihe  features  of  the  last  Toronto  Show  was 
the  spectacle  of  Jos.  E.  Bennett,  Esquire,  lying  flat  upon  his 
stomach,  comparing  the  relative  merits  of  the  Langshans  in 
the  bottom  row  of  coops.  Hapj)ily  the  show-room  has  been 
so  planned  this  year  as  to  do  awaj'  with  the  necessity  of  any 
such  contortions.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

1.  All  entries  shall  be  in  single  birds.  Entry  fee  50  cents 
per  bird. 

2.  All  entries  must  be  made  with  Secretary  not  later  than 
November  8. 

3.  No  entries  will  be  accepted  unless  accompanied  by  fees. 

4.  To  compete  for  a  cup,  an  exhibitor  must  enter  at  least 
eight  birds.     This  alludes  to  cups  from  No.  1  to  27. 

5.  All  specimens  must  be  received  by  10  p.m.,  Tuesday, 
Nov.  14,  and  birds  not  in  place  at  that  time  will  bo  debarred 
from  competiflon.    Judging  starts  8  a.m.,  Wednesday,  Nov.  15. 

6.  Exhibitors  from  a  distance  may  send  their  birds  to  exhi- 
bition rooms,  where  they  will  be  received  by  the  Superin- 
tendent and  properly  cared  for  during  the  exihibition,  and 
at  its  close  promptly  return  or  otherwise  disposed  of,  if 
requested.  Exhibitors  must  invariably  repay  transportation. 
The  Association  will  not  be  responsible  for  any  loss  or  damage 
from  whatever  cause  arising,  the  birds  being  at  the  sole  risk 
of  exhibitors.  All  coops  must  have  sender's  name  on  for 
return  journey,  also  name  of  Express  Company.  All  poultry 
will  be  cooped  by  the  Association. 

7.  The  Exhibition  will  be  open  to  the  public  Wednesday, 
Nov.  15,  at  5  p.m.,  and  will  be  open  daih'  from  10  a.m.  to  10 
p.m.,  closing  Saturday,  Nov.  18  ,  10  p.m. 

8.  All  exhibitors  must  become  members.  Membership  fee 
$1.00.    Single  admission  to  building  to  non  members,  25  cents. 

9.  The  Show  Committee  reserve  the  right  to  reject  anj' 
entry. 

10.  In  competition  for  prizes  on  collections  the  following 
points  to  be  used: 

Male  bird — First,  8  points;  second,  6;  third,  4;  fourth,  3; 
fifth,  2;  sixth,  1. 

Female  bird — First,  6  points;  second,  4;  third,  3;  fourth, 
2;  fifth,  1,  sixth  14. 

11.  Prize  money  in  each  section  wMll  be  paid  as  follows: 

19  entries  or  over— 1st,  .$4.00;  2nd,  $3.00;  3rd,  $1.50;  4th, 
$1.00;  5th,  ribbon;  6th,  ribbon. 

16  to  18  entries— 1st,  $3.50;  2nd,  .$2.50;  3rd,  $1..50;  4th,  .50c;

Permission  to  'hold  shows  under  the  rules  of  the 
American  Poultry  Association  by  non-members  must  be  made 
in  writing  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  Premium  list  of  the 
show  applying  goes  to  press.  Apitiication  of  a  show  for  per- 
mission to  hold  its  show  under  American  Poultry  Association 
rules  is  considered  as  a  guarantee  that  the  show  rules  will  be 
faithfully  observed. 
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See.  2.  Any  person  under  disqualification  by  the  American 
Poultry  Association  for  fraudulent  practices  is  ineligible  to 
compete  or  judge  at  this  show. 

Sec.  3.  Every  bird  entered  for  competition  must  be  the 
bona  tide  proj^erty  of  the  exhibitor;  otherwise  all  entries  of 
the  exhibitor  shall  be  cancelled,  he  shall  forfeit  all  entry  fees, 
shall  receive  no  prize  money  or  other  premium,  and,  if  ordered 
to  do  so,  must  remove  his  exhibit  from  the  show-room  within 
forty-eight  hours.

Sec.  9.  Xo  bird  shall  be  removed  from  the  show  until  the 
close  of  the  same  without  the  written  consent  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  show. 

Sec.  10.  Any  exhibitor  who  shall  be  disqualified  at  this 
show  for  fraudulent  practices  shall  have  the  right  of  appeal 
to  the  Executive  Board  of  the  American  Poultry  Association, 
also  to  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Association;  within 
one  year  from  the  date  of  the  disqualification. 

Sec.  11.  Notice  of  disqualification  with  a  deiiailed  state- 
ment shall  be  mailed  within  ten  days  after  the  close  of  the 
show  by  the  Secretary  or  some  other  officer  of  the  Associa- 
tion, to  the  Secretary  of  the  American  Poultry  Association, 
and  a  complete  notice  of  the  disqualification,  and  other  papers 
or  charges  accompanying  said  notice  shall  be  mailed  at  the 
same  time  to  the  exhibitor  or  judge  disqualified. 

See.  12.  In  case  of  alieged  fraudulent  practice  on  the  part 
of  any  judge,  exhibitor  or  other  person,  or  of  collusion,  the 
aggrieved  exhibitor  shall  have  the  right  to  protest  in  writing 
within  twenty-four  hours  after  the  time  the  awards  are  made, 
on  depositing  the  sum  of  $5  with  the  Secretary  of  the  sihow, 
and  said  protest  shall  be  passed  upon  forthwith  by  the  man- 
agement of  the  show,  subject  to  an  appeal  by  either  party  to 
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the  Executive  Board  of  the  American  Poultry  Association, 
and  to  the  next  annual  meeting  qf  the  Association.  In  case 
the  protest  is  sustained,  the  fee  shall  be  refunded. 

Sec.  13.  Any  person  may  protest  in  writing  for  palpable 
dishonesty  or  fraudulent  practice  of  the  judge  in  placing 
awards.  Such  protest  must  be  handed  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
show,  and  a  copy  delivered  or  mailed  to  the  judge  and  to  the 
chairman  of  the  Executive  Board  of  the  American  Poultry 
Association  before  the  close  of  the  show,  provided  'that  an 
appeal  may  be  taken  to  the  Executive  Board,  also  to  ilie 
Association  as  a  whole. 

Sec.  14.  No  judge  of  poultry'  at  this  show  shall  exhibit  in 
any  class  he  is  assigned  to  pass  upon. 

Sec.  15.  No  exhibitor  at  this  show  shall  receive  a  prize  on 
any  bird  that  has  been  owned  by  or  in  possession  of  the  judge 
assigned  to  the  class  within  six  months  prior  to  the  close  of 
the  entries. 

Sec.  16.  At  shows  held  under  American  Poultry  Association 
rules,  that  are  associate  members,  a  diploma  shall  be  awardeil 
to  each  exhibiting  member  of  the  American  Poultry  Associa- 
tion for  each  first  prize  cockerel  shown  by  him.  This  diploma 
to  be  withheld  if  there  is  only  one  entry  in  the  class.  TIk; 
judges  at  the  show  shall  record  'the  names  of  the  winers  on 
specially  prepared  blanks.  The  blanks  for  this  purpose  shall 
be  furnished  to  the  Secretary  of  the  show  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  American  Poultry  Association,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  show  to  see  that  these  blanks  are 
filled  out  and  signed  by  the  judges  and  returned  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  American  Poultry  Association,  who  will  then  issue 
the  dii»lomas. 

See.  17.  No  names  or  decorations  not  pro\"ided  by  the 
Association  will  be  allowed  on  the  coops  until  after  the  premi- 
ums have  been  awarded. 

Sec.  18.  The  instructions  to  judges,  general  disqualifications 
and  other  |)rovisions  and  requirements  of  the  American  Stand- 
ard of  Perfection  shall  govern  at  this  show. 

Sec.  19.  The  printed  regulations  or  rules  of  this  show, 
where  they  are  not  less  stringent  than  or  where  they  do  not 
conflict  with  the  foregoing,  shall  be  binding  on  the  exhibitors 
and  judges  and  supplemental  to  the  American  Poultry 
Association  rules. 

Sec.  20.  Any  exhibitor  at  this  show  who  is  not  a  member 
of  the  American  Poultry  Association  shall  submit,  and  hereby 
agrees  to  sulimit,  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  AmcMican  Poultry 
.Association,  and  shall  be  dealt  with  as  though  he  were  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Association.  The  presence  of  the  exhibits  shall  be 
considered  as  binding  on  the  exhibitor  as  if  he  had  signed  a 
sta'tcinent  binding  himself  to  be  governel  by  the  above  rules. 

These  show  rules  are  official  and  are  to  be  used  by  Poultry 
.Nssociations,  hulling  shows  under  American  P(uiltry  Associa- 
tion rules.
